.fiiilse Conrey decldeil on Tuesday 
that the City of Sierra Madre had 
j 'St anil lesal rlttht to condemn f ir 
Ml micl()al pui'iioses the half Interest 
in the r.Ittle Santa Anita Canyon 
owned liy the rialdwln estate. The de- 
I Ision was rendered itnm lilately after 
tl'e 1 losiiis of tile artfiinients niion 
the i| estlon liy Attorneys Hewitt and 
Yo ns for the elty and I.e ■ and Rotlt- 
S( hild for the defi nse. followlns nearly 
a Week devoted to the takins of evi¬ 
dence. Kvldence resardins the value 
of tile water soiisht and the dainases 
to lie awarded the Italdwln estate was 
hesnn at Wednesday niornins's ses¬ 
sion and is likely to occupy several 
more days. 

The decision of JiidRC Conrey set¬ 
tles the iirincipal jioint at Issue In the 
case from the standiiolnt of Sierra 
•Madre, full ownership of the canyon 
hclntt Kein rally resarded ns more Im- 
liortanl to the city than the price to 
1)1 |iald. b'ears that the city could not 
show a paramount interest in the wa¬ 
ter of tile I.ittic Santa Anita were 
dlH|>elled and tile tfood news was re¬ 
ceived with eiitluisiasm In Sierra 
.Madre Tuesday evetiliiK. 

What the Evidence Showed 

.Messrs. Hewitt and Yoiiiik had |ire- 
pared llii'ir case lliorouKhly anil ar- 
Kued It ahly. Tliey were well Geconded 
liy ('Ity I'hiKiticer lilxliy and Messrs. 
Sondcrci?i{cr and Allen, wlio preiiared 
a lar'.te niimle r of maps and tallies of 
wall r measurement, showing tlie wa¬ 
ter resoiirces of till' wiiole territory 
aliove and liclow Sierra Madre. The 
aiiioiiiil of srravity water conilriK from 
tile stream and tunnels of tlie canyon 
were sliovyii by measurements eoyerinR 
loiiff iierlods, Hy these measurements 
It was shown that the Italilwin rani’h 
was recclyinK less than two inches of 
water at one lime when Kxecutor Un¬ 
roll tcstllied he was illstrlhutlnK about 
foiirleen Inclies from that source. The 
po.HslIillltles of the artesian l>elt Just 
south of Sierra .Madre were also 
sliown liy testimony of the city’s ex- 
lierls and further liy iiuestions directed 
at witni'SMes for tin* defense hy tile 
city's <•o^lnscl. 

it liad lieeli suiuiosed tile defense 
wo'.ilil attempt to sliow that if the city 
of Sierra .Madre were iflven the water 
la iiiiestion it would slmtily lie taken 
nway from Hie munici|ialit.v of .\r- 
cadlii, tills helliK tile line of defense 
most fciireil. .No sucli att-mipt was 
maile, however, tlie witnesses for the 
defense adiulttltiK that the water was 
merely lielnB usi'd for ranch lair- 
posi s l)y tile Italilw in estate, that use 
hcliiK mi.de on land which Is either 
In or very i lose to the so-called ar¬ 
tesian licit where a local suiiply can 
easily he olitained. 

It was clearly shown hy witnesses 
for the city and hy cross iiuestionini; 
witnesses for the defensi', that tlu* 
port Ion Ilf the ranch now supiilled from 
the canyon has an underground suii- 
|)ly of Its own which Is easily avail- 
aide. It was attemiited hy the de¬ 
fense to show that this would he 
avallahle for the City of Sierra .Madre 
hut they had to admit that the i Ity 
would Incur larne expenses throuRh the 
necessity for laimpliiK the water to 
the hitther elcyatlon. In his opinion 
.ludi;e Conrey alluded to this supidy 
as helnn more sultahle for the ranch 
than for .Sierra Madre. IndleatlnK that 
the damakes likely to he sustained hy 
the ranch throukh loss of the can¬ 
yon water do not welkh hi'avily on his 
mind. 

Evidence ee to Value 

.luilkc Conrey Is heariiik the evi¬ 
dence as to the daniakes to he sus- 
talni d hy the Italdwln estate through 
the loss of the water Instead of ap¬ 
pointing a Jury for the purpose. Wit¬ 
nesses for the Italdwln estate were 
heard Wednesday and Thursday, the 
most Imtiortant heliik !•'. C. I■■|nk|e. the 
expert to whom reference was made 
last week. Mr. Kinklo dcveloiied some 
astonishliiK fiBrures In the course of 
his testimony. He idaced the value 
of the water rikhts and of the tMiwer 
lioHSihle to he derived from the water 
at I1.1ll.mai. In arrlvIiiK at that llkure 
lie placed the value of the average tlow 
of gravity water at II.ruMt tier miner's 
inch, while a constanl How he said 
was worth ten times as much, or $31,- 
tmip per Inch. 

!• Inkle. It will he rememhered, at 
one tliii.. made an Inventory of the 
.vtlcrru ,Madr.' Water Company’s proii- 
irly and water rights, which liow 
seems a fortunale clreumstanci'. When 
ipii'SlIoned hy the city’s attorneys he 
admitted having then pine, d the value 
of the gravity How from th<‘ canyon at 
$'.',nit(l per Inch. He salil. however, 
that was not his estimate hut that he 
had licen requested to make a low 
val atloti hecttUSe the comiinny was 
planning to sell to the city and the 
stmkliolders and taxpayers were 
largely Identhal, making a low price 
deslrahle. He was then questioned 
rigardlng an appraisal made hy him In 
Hollywo.id wherein he again placed 
the value of grnvity water at $2,000 
per inch. He again excused the tig- 
1 ,sen hy saying In that case he had 
also placed the tlguns low at the re¬ 
quest of the persons who employed 


him. He apparently failed to see the 
* olivloiis Inferem e that his figures 
would prohahly he placid high at the 
nq 'est of his present emiiloyers, since 
his appraisals seem to be made to 
suit the person who pays the hills 
rather than to represent any expert 
knowledge of real water values. 

Col, H. (5. Holahird, receiver for the 
California Development Company, was 
call il for the di'fense to testify as to 
the value of the ranch lanil now being 
wati reil from the canyon ami the 
prohahle damage to he sustainetl In 
ease the present water supply was re¬ 
moved. 

The Judge’s Opinion 

Jmlge Conrey’s otiinion affirming the 
right of Sierra Mailre to condemn Is 
reprinted hi>re in full: 

The l.ssue as to the right of the 
plaint ilT to have this property con¬ 
demned and taken over for the uses 
of the f.'lty of Sierra Madre has been 
tried o'lt without any attempt on the 
part of the court to limit the time, 
either upon iirgunient or the taking of 
evidence. And you have had i-very 
opportunity. 1 think, to develoii the en¬ 
tire iiroposltion. I thing that the ini- 
porlaiice of the Issue to the fommun- 
ity thi'i'e, as well as to the defendant 
parties and those de|iendent iqion them 
for use of the wati'r, warninl.-d a very 
cari'ful examination into the ipiestlon. 
The (.videm (• Introduced has, to me at 
least, hei'n very instruitive upon the 
facts which conslitute tin- siliiation in 
all that territory, with respi'.'t to the 
amount .if wati r ami the a nin es of 
s iqily. 

.\s I said this aflernoon to Mr. Iloth- 
chiUl. I hail supposi'd that one of the 
principal difriedlies in determining 
this case would turn u|ion the defeiis.- 
that tliei.' vviTi' two I'oullictlng piihlh' 
U.S.'S asserting Huons. lves. Hut I have 
h<'come satislhd that that In not, umler 
the evi.Ienci' here, the situation. The 
pl'opert.v sought to 1).' tak.'Il is iT.qii'rty 
of a nature wlil.h might h.' applied to 
a puhlh' use anil might have been so 
apiilied liy the d.'felidants, hut they 
have not chosen to do so. They us.' 
It as privat.' property. 

The iiatur.' of th.' use for which the 
plaintiff seeks to take th.' property Is 
indii'.ihtedly that of a p ihlle us.“. At 
the time whin th.' complaint in this 
111 Hon was filed th. re were no other 
property rights held hy the city of 
Sierra .Madre in the nature of a miinic- 
iluil water ri, 4 ht. The difiu'se her.' has 
in part hen. that during the i-eiidency 
Ilf the actiiin the city has acquired an 
.im|)ly sufficient right of which It can 
avail itself, and that it is no longer 
.lecessary to assert the privilege or 
right of i oiidi'iiinatlon of the defend¬ 
ant’s property. The option contract. 
Huit Is, the contract under which the 
plaintiff has a.quired a right to take 
iM r the property of the Sl.'ira .Madre 
Water Company, la not a coiiiidetc 
•iriip.'rty right. That Is, It has not 
iirogr. ssed to the pi.ilnt where tlie mu¬ 
nicipal corporation Is the owner of that 
prop. rty, or coiiipell.'d to take It and 
pay for It, as I understand the con¬ 
tract as presented here. I haven’t 
rea.l It In detail, but 1 tak.. the state- 
mints of counsel as to its elTcct; and 
1 seriously doubt whether the fact of 
that contra, t having he.'ii eiiti'r.'il Into,

f.ir their outln.qs or for their route 
to the West l•'ork of the San Gabriel. 

The new cutoff leaves the old Stur- 
tevant Trail about a mile hey.inil the 
'.op Ilf the Hermit's trull, and a short 
distance this side of the big pine slid.-. 
Krom this point it drops with an even 
y.raile at the hiittiim of the main can- , 
yon at a point near the mouth of the 
Santa Olene canyon. h'Vom there It 
follows near the bed of the canyon, 
which is fairly stniight to a point 
about a mile below Sturtevant’s camp, 
after which It turns west toward the 
camp. The grades are ,-asy and the 
saving In distance amounts to some¬ 
thing like four riilles, making the dis¬ 
tance to the canip between six and 
seven mlU'S.

If ever) one would he a.s caref.il as 
possible in their use of water for Irri¬ 
gating and sprinkling It woulil he pos- i 
slide to posipone for a inon'.h or two 
each yi'iii the n-adliig of watir meters 
and resirIcHon of sprinkling hours. , 
During the spring vvlnn there Is an 
aliundance of water in the caii.voii most 
pioplc get into the habit of .isliig wal- 
ii more li'ee’.y than ncecssarv and al- i 
low ing a great ib al to go to waste. , 
Then when the hot, dry vveathcr conics : 
on and the l.'gitiniiite requirements 
hei'.ime even greater the only way to 
hold down the consumption to the 
capacity of the pipes supplying the 
big I'l'Si rvoir is to begin ri ailing the 
meters, aiiording to Superhili'iulent 
Frank Hiederni.in. The imincillale dlf- 
Itiully is lack of storage capacity In 
Hie big n servolr iitul Ihiiltid lapaeilv 
in the pipes hading to It from the can¬ 
yon. During an excessively dry spell 
the water is tak. n out of the reservoir 
fasti r than il can be put In and the 
storage capacity of the ri'servoir is 
not great enough to make up for the 
drain on the reserve. To postpone 
the starting of the pumps .is long as 
possible with the neiossary charge for 
excess water propi'rty owners can he 
of assistance hy looking after leaking 
hydrants which cause an Iniineii:-. '.lally ' 
waste, and t.y vvatehliig the waste in- 
, cldcnl to ordinary use. , 


N. 11. H'lsmcr, the oldest continuous 
resident of Sierra .Madre. passed away 
at 6:20 this morning as the nsult of 
a S'idden attack of heart tro fide. The 
news came as a shock to his many 
fri nils who had no inkling that he 
was not in Ills usual health and had 
seen him about town yesterday and 
last evening In his usual good spirits. 

The first warning of danger came 
when .Mr. Hosnier was awakened this 
morning hy severe pains. .Mrs. tios- 
mer was awak'iied and immediately 
si'iiimoriid Dr. Maekerras who re¬ 
sponded Immendiately. Hut the i ase 
was beyond medical aid and the end 
came within a few minutes of tin- 
doetor’s arrival. 

.Mr. Hosmer was about slxty-' lght 
years of age and a native of .Massa- 
chusi'tts. He came to California many 
years ago, settling at Florence. In 
the fall of IS81 he purchased forty 
acres of the Sierra .Madre tract from i 
the late N. t,'. Carter and removed j 
to Sierra .Madre early the fol.iivving 
.vear. He immediately erected the res¬ 
idence near the corner of c. ntral and 
Haldwin which lie and .Mrs. Hosmer 
have occupied continuously since that 
lime. ] 

.Mr. Hosmer has been closely iileuH- 
lii'il .with pretty nearly every public 
enterprise since the foundation of the 
community. He was ope of the organ- 
izi rs and for many y ars a direetor 
of the Water Companv. He si rved 
coiitiin.ously as a trustee of the Sh rra 
.Madre .S. h.iol distrii-t for about twen¬ 
ty-live years, retiring voluntarily two 
yars ago. 

Agitation for incorporation of the 
City of Fh rra .Madi'e found him au 
enHi.:siaslii supporter. He was eleel- 
ed to the first municipal hoard 'if trus- 
tei s and has l eeii regularly re-el i ted,

Tahoe 
National 1 on st in i.'alifornia, al .i 
more nortlierlv point than any natural 
bigtri-e grove. Willie the giant Se- 
q.i.iias are found in the f.insts of ilic 
.“^i rr.is at v.irio s points througlioai 
a total range of some 21" iiiib s. In the 
northern two-tliirds of this ran-ge 
till re is practically no natural la-pro- 
il.nti'iii. It has cons, quentiv been a 
.|.iesliiin whellier the spe. i s would 
not prai til ally disappear from this re¬ 
gion when the pr* sent mature trees 
die.

HOW TO MKE CANNA BEDS. 

Oo Not Plant For Many Varistiss or 
Colors. 

As eannas are sublroplcal [iluuts they 
thrive oidy In warm weather and 
should be planted only when tbe season 
is well advanced. May 20 to June 15 Is 
best for the tei rllory between latitudes 
40 and 45. The plants are deep rooted, 
therefore the lied should he dug de<‘p. 
It also is important to provide plenty 
of plant food. Three inches of well 
rotted manure spaded into tbe soil is 
not too uiiK h. Do not elevate the cen¬ 
ter of the beil, but leave level so water 
will not rnn off. 

If the hwl is to contain several va¬ 
rieties of eunnns iiiueh care should lie 
given to the selection of the varieties. 
If the bed Is to be viewed from all 
sides put the taller varieties in the cen¬ 
ter and use the shorter kinds for the 
border rows. Your florkst can give ad¬ 
vice about the varieties best stilted for 
the piiriKise. 

Do not iilant too many varieties. Un¬ 
less it Is an exceptionally large bed two 
or three will bo better than more. For 
small txHls a dozen to eighteen plants 
are enough. It is good taste to use 
some other plant for a border. If tall 
growing canuas are used the fountain 
grass is unsurpassed, and for dwarf 
kinds such plants us coleus, dwarf sal¬ 
vias Bud dusty miller are serviceable.

The several matters Urein noted 
are very proper subjects for legisla¬ 
tion and publii- necessity reuuires that 
iddilloiial powers lie given muidi Ipal- 
itles to nii'ct till' conditions outlined.
